RailwAy XlonteB and Re- 
serve!.' 



There -will bo no need to lemiml tho 
Teader of tlio two years' wftv of the rail- 
way routes in -whicL so^rtmch iuk was 
spilled. It will be remembered with 
what dogmatism and persistency a lo- 
cal journal asserted and reiterated the 
assertion that not only had ^ Esquimalt 
^been irrevopabty^^fi^ as Uie western 
terminusof 'l^edanadian t>aeifio Bail- 
way, but that it had been definitely 
settled and determined that the rail- 
way should reach Esquimaltby the way 
'5 of Bute inlet and Seymour Narrows. 
This joiii^al 'admitted tfaatiteohnically , 
EsquimEdt<luidibeen fixed a^' the true 
VterniihuB, andw^^ifere, a^ous to be- 
' lieve that, for viuions cogent reasons 
of policy, a crossing might be 
eifected at Seymour Narrows. But, at 
the Haiue time, we felt it to be our du- 
ty to point out the ob-vious fiict that 
tbo final and nbsolute dcteriinnation 
of the route -would follow, rather than 
precede, the costly oxplorntory surveys 
then iu progress. For venturing siioli 
a suggostion this journal was exposed 
to the coarse attacks of its coutoiupora- 
yy and accused of being actuated by in- 
terests adverHo to those of theprincij)al 
c^Qimiinity in the Province; and, as is 
eommonlythe case, there were not wnnt- 
ingtliose who.perinitting their person- 
al predilictions and private interests for 
the nonce to override tlieir judf^enient, 
■were disposed to coneide with the par- 
ty who contended that wliat they wish- 
ed for. was. Time passed on. That is 
a way time has ; it generally passes on . 
The period ai-rived when,in accordance 
with the Terms of Union, the work of 
construction must be begun on the 
bhorcs of the P.-^-oific. Sir John IWnc- 
donald, in his wisdom, decided that to 
put in a peg and commence a critical 
or location survey wouhl tochnicnlly fulfil 
the letter of the bond. It was done; and 
the local Government, sadly in need of 
the eammodity, made an extremely awk- 
ward attempt to extract a little popularity 
from a transaction certainly not calculat- 
ed to beget either confidence or joy iu the 
. mind of any reflecting person. The ex- 
ploratory surveys in search of a route 
were continued. It oannot, wo fear, bo 
saidthat tlieso surveys have been complet- 
ed. They may ratiier bo considered as 
Laving been suspended with the close of 
the prcnont season. Wo do not c-laim to 
bo, no journal is, in a position accurately 
und detinitely to announce the result of 
tUeso explorntioua, up to the present time. 
To do BO would be to anticipate the ofh- 
oial report of the very able Engineer un- 
der whose immediate superintendencothe 
surveys have been carried on; and we do 
not believe any man is ia a po.sition to 
to do that. Yet there are certain saliont 
iacts with which we have become suiti- 
oientlv acquainted to justify the few gen- 
eral observations now about to be oilerad 
on this branch of our subject. And, first 
of all, let it bo said, and we say it with ro- 
luctanco and regret, that the general re- 
sult of the exploratory surveys ou the Pa- 
cific coast is not quite a.s favorable as wo, 
in common with the public generally, had 
been led to hope. Coran;oncing Avith the 
mor« southerly route via Hope and do\>-n 
the Valley of the Lower Fra$er, there is 
only one really formidable engineering 
obstacle to bo overcoino; but it in, indeed, 
formidat)le. In ordol- to j)asa through the 
Cascade liango at wliatis commonly known 
as the Hope Mountain, a tunnel of four 
miles in length must bo made! And as 
.for following the Fraser through the 
range in order to avoid tiiis obstacle, we 
are led to believe that it is practically out 
of the qnention, less, however on account 
of grade than curvature. Turning to the 
route towards whieh attention and etFort 
have been cliiefly directed during the 
closing season, ono liuds but poor conso- 
lation; for althrngh, through the elull 
and indoniinatiblo perseverenoo of Mr. 
Gamsl)y, a facilojjrouto has been found 
from Howe Sound to the town of Lillooet, 
yet \vc aroled to bolitivo that further on 
difliculties of a very sorious nature are 
met with. It appears that from Lillooet 
to Marble Canyon, a distance of 
miles, there is a riso of considerably over 
three thousand feet, and an altitude of 
close upon four thousand feet above the 
sea level is rnachod. If wo go fanher 
north, the publio must already know 
about as much respecting the ditlicultios 
encountered on the Bute Inlet route as 
wo do. The engineering difliculties iu 
making n way tlirough the coast range at 
that point, although by no means incou- 
Bidernblo, would not uppoar to benearlyas 
great as those adverted to on the more 
southerly routes; aucl as for the work 
of reaching ar.d crossing the channels 
which cut Vancouver off from the conti- 
nent, it may bo regarded as merely a 
question of money; so that, after all, the 
Bute Inlet route would appear to bo the 
more practicable one of the throe, Of 
courso, iu the estimation of some, there 
is a drawback to this route of a difl'oront 
kind — one, however, cliielly of a local 
nature. Wo allude to the possibility of 
finding an ocoin terminus on the noarfr 
waters of Barclay yound, penetrating, as 
they do, to the very heart of Vancouver. 
These are disagreeable relleotions, the 
roailer may say. Self-deception in sonio- 
timos nuiah more agroeahlo than to look 
truth sqiiaro in the face. But is it an 
profitable? Is it as manly? Of court* 
there ia this consolation, such as it is: 
The road must be made — shall bo ni.ndo; 
and tho greater tbo engineering dilllciil- 
tier to be ovoroomo on this ouil 
tho greater ^-^l ho tho tixpondituro of 
money in tho country. Keeping in 
view the fact that tho quostion of route iu 
■till unsettled, and that it will most like- 
ly take aaotber Beaaon to sottle it, wo 
would oarnostly suggest tho justice and 
advisability of throwing open the lauds 
HO proinalurely and, as we think, so iia- 
pro])or]y roaervod bolwoon Esquimalt 
and Hoymour Narrows, It was unfair to 
piaeo that embargo upon Vanoouvoi' 
Island before any deoiBion as to routes 
bad beaa arrived at. It wonld bo a
